Laboratory 

Awarded 
AF Contract 

The Aeronautical Research Lab- 
oratory has ju^t received a new 
$47,000 contract from the Air 
Force. The contract Is titled. 
• Shutter Trst Standards and Cali- 
bration Systems. " and is conuected 
with the Aerial Reconnaissance 
Laboratory at Wrigh* Patterson 
AFB in Dayton. Ohio. 

The new contract is a 'follow 
through" on a previous work of the 
same nature. While the first con- 
tract was purely research and de- 
velopment, the current' one 'is an 
effort to consolidate the work that 
has gone before. 

Dr. Fred C. Curtis, who is In 
charge of this particular project 
at the Aeronautical Research Lab- 
oratory, states that a camera shut- 
ter does not operate Instantane- 
ously and that there is a relatively 
long period of time spent in its 
opening and closing. Since the 
ultimate purpose of the contract 
is to develop an instrument to 
measure the efficiency of a cam- 
era shutter, the whole exposure 
time from just prior to opening to 
just after closing must be accur- 
ately timed. The shutters to be 
tested rangf> in exposure time from 
one-tenth of a second for the slow- 
est, to one four thousandth of a 
second for the fastest. 

The efficiency of a shutter is de- 
fined as the relationship between 
actual exposure and ideal expos- 
ure. The actual exposure time is 
measured by electronic means us- 
ing a photoelectric tube, an oscil- 
loscope, which resembles a tele- 
vision set with graph paper on the 
picture tube, and an electronic 
co unter or stopwatc h.

For longer than most of us like to lx-lieve, Kentucky lias 
OC&ipied an unenviable position near the bottom of the na- 
tional education*] ladder* Several factors are responsible for 
this C O UC a t i btial level of ours. Two ol the most important of 
these factors are a laek of funds, and the public's attitude. 

The laek of funds is itself a product of the people's atti- 
tude. If somehow everyone who lives in this state could be 
made aware of the desperate need for better facilities, the need 
for funds would soon disappear. At the risk of bfiag over- 
optimistic, we believe that some of our citizens are waking up 
to the point where progress, not stagnation, will be the symbol 
ol Kentucky education. 

The ground-breaking ceremony for the new University 
Medical Center is a good indication that something is happen- 
ing that may have as its final consequence an acceptable 
sc hool system through which our young people may be edu- 
cated. 

The Medical Center has ban the target for criticism from 
various quarters, yet the good it will accomplish will far out- 
weigh any possible bad e ff ect s . It is true that many of the doc- 
tors who are trained at the Medical Center may leave Ken- 
tucky, but it is equally true that many of them will remain in 
the state. 



At any rate, those who do leave Kentucky will surely not 
leave the world, and some good can come through their stay- 
ing on the planet. 

As far as actual value to the people of this state, there 
Seems little doubt that it will be worth what it costs 

Within the reach of our c itizens w ill come more, better and 
cheaper medical care. At the present time, many of the peo- 
ple of this state can ill afford to pay the price necessary to in- 
sure that they and their families get the best possible medical 
attention. Although the new Medic al Center w ill not com- 
pletely alleviate this problem, it will certainly be a step toward 
doing so. 

In the years ahead, as the people become more and more 
aware of the necessity for better education— medical and other- 
wise-we can hope that other important evpansions and inno- 
vations will come to the University of Kentucky.

institution Is not set up for the 
ease of unaffiliated organizations, 
clubs, social events and sports ac- 
tivities It would appear that the 
calendar of this university is being 
set up to cater to the needs of 
such groups. The needs of the 
groups must, of course, be con- 
sidered, but they should not be 
allowed to interfere with the func- 
tion of the University. 

As stated before, this letter Is 
for the purpose of informing In- 
terested parties that changes not 
only can be made, but that thej 
are being given serious considera- 
tion. No matter what course of 
action may be taken, any person 
on campus will be considerably 
affected. It Is the duty of all the 
people thus affected, both from 
respect for their self Interest, and 
as members of a reasonably demo- 
cratic situation, to make their 
opinions and feelings on such 
matters as this known. 

Any reaction to the proposed 
changes must be rapid and deci- 
sive, since the meeting concerning 
these ehannes will be held on this 
coming Monday.

Proposed Calendar Change 
Brings Letter To Editor 



To the Editor: 

This letter is for the purpose of 
informing both the editorial staff 
of this paper and the student body 
of an approaching event which is 
of the highest importance to any 
persons, students and faculty alike, 
who are connected with this uni- 
versity. 

On the 9th of December there 
will be a university-wide faculty 
meeting for the purpose of con- 
sidering proposed changes in the 
University calendar. The calendar 
is the schedule of events such as 
the dates on which school will 
start in the Fall, end in the Spring, 
and the dates of final examina- 
tions and vacations. 

The fact has been long recog- 
nized by many members of the 
faculty and student body that the 
present calendar does not regulate 
these events as satisfactorily or 
efficiently as they might be regu- 
lated by a calendar which takes 
more into consideration the many 
people concerned, and the effec- 
tive coordination of an educational 
institution. ' 

I shall list some of the changes 
which have been proposed. In all 
probability, if the calendar is re- 
vised only a portion of the pro- 
posals would be accepted; how- 
ever, everyone should carefully 
consider the proposals to see how 
they would be personally affected. 
After careful consideration has 
been given to the relative merits 
of the proposed changes the stu- 
dents should make strenuous ef- 
forts to make their opinions 
known. 

The first proposed change would 
affect the starting date for the 
Fall semester, which in turn would 
affect the entire school year. The 
proposal is to set the starting date 
for the school year up to the first 
of September, and to eliminate the 
greater portion of the Thanks-' 
giving vacation. This change would 
enable all classes, including finals, 
to be over by the Christmas vaca- 
tion. The Christmas vacation could 
thereby include the between- 
st inester break and become a vaca- 
tion of some consequence, perhaps 
nearly a month in length. As the 
situation now stands, the studanU 
and faculty get a few days here, 
and less than two weeks there, 
and never really have enough time 
to break the monotony of school 
by such pleasures as leisurely trips.

With the fall semester ending just 
before Christmas, the spring se- 
mester could begin late in January, 
and end in the middle of May. 
With school over in May the stu- 
dents would have a two week op- 
portunity to apply on choice jobs, 
and members of the faculty would 
be afforded a rest before the con- 
vening of summer school. 

Many students and faculty mem- 
bers object to the two weeks of 
classes which fall after the Christ- 
mas vacation and before final 
examinations. Two weeks is not 
sufficient ti.ne to settle back into 
the school routine, particularly 
since all persons are primarily 
concerned with approaching tests. 
This situation has given rise to the 
next proposal. Eliminate the two 
class weeks after Christmas, and 
have finals immediately after the 
Christmas holidays break, extend- 
ing the break a week or a week 
and a half longer so the students 
can have a study period for the 
tests. After final examinations for 
the Fall semester, the Spring se- 
mester could begin immediately. 
There is no need for a between 
semester break, despite the con- 
tentions of some people in its 
favor. As a vacation that ten days 
would be much more welcome in 
the late Spring, and under the 
second proposal this change could 
be easily effected, as indeed it 
probably could anyway. 

The Summer school session could 
not be changed very radically be- 
cause of elementary taaehers 
working on advanced degrees. 
Nevertheless. Summer school could 
remain as it is and operate effec- 
tively under either of the proposed 
changes which have been men- 
tioned. The heart of the entire 
matter is this— the fact becomes 
manifestly obvious as this univer- 
sity grows that extensive changes 
will have to be made in many 
respects, particularly pertaining to 
matters which are now simply 
arbitrary, such as the calendar of 
events. One of the first functions 
of a state institution such as the 
University of Kentucky is to serve 
its attending body as efficiently in 
matters of education as possible. 
Convenience and 
Its attending body and staff is 
one of the component parts of 
this efficiency. Momentarily dis- 
regarding what ever other function 
the University may have, such an

Another page in this issue of the Kernel contains a 
story on the recent National Interfraternity Conference 
beld in Colorado. That meeting brought together the rep- 
resentatives of 61 national fraternities 

A report by a committee at the conference denounced 
several college* for trying to remote the discriminator) 
clauses from the fraternities' constitutions The commit 
tee called these moves "planned attempts to redm e 
<i reek letter societies to a position of impotence, if not 
to eliminate them entirely - 
Several universities and colleges have announced they 
Will not permit fraternities which prohibit membership 
on the basts of race, creed, or color. 



What the fraternity men are asking, in essence, is 
license to ignore the U.S. constitution as recently in- 
terpreted by the Supreme Court. 

The fraternity members like to think of themsehes as 
the cream of the university. These are the men who are 
to become some of the leaders of the next generation. 
The country is busy trying to overcome segregation and 
other such blots on democracy, yet here is a national or- 
ganization, several of them, in fact, trying to promote this 
bias on state-supported campuses. 

Men live in dormitories without discriminating because 
of race, creed or color. If fraternities are to reside in 
houses which are nnanced, it only temporarily, by state 
funds, then they must revise then charters or leave the 
campus if the University so desires. 

Some of the tax money loaned to build the houses was 
probably taken from some ot the students who are being 
denied membership, or ut least from their parents- .some- 
thing that Is not right when such a gioup is allowed to 
discriminate against a person because he is a Jew. or a 



Negro or of some other minority. If in every case he was 
not qualified becamse of certain academic or social faults, 
perhaps it would be justified, but everyone knows some of 
these boys are qualified. 

Fraternities may be kicked off campus because of viola- 
tion of a slat, statute against drinking on state property, 
yet they are allowed to live on campus with charters that 
are a flagrant violation of a mans rights as interpreted 
recently by the I s. Supreme t ourt. 

Things have indeed come to a sad turn when college 
lraternitus start an organized fight to preserve racial 
and religious discrimination against persons seeking mem- 
bership* 

If fraternities are going to turn out a mass of indi- 
viduals prejudiced in this direction, I support that group 
which advocates that they be done away with entirely. 
However, if their charters and personal views become 
more liberal, then they may become organizations of 
some positive value, headed in the right direction

Study of Letcher Co. School 



A UK English profpssor rprrnlly 
took Issue against "the public,'' in 
il< feflM of modern poetry. 

Dr. Sheldon Orebstein. an Eng- 
lish professor at UK stnre 1953, 
told members of the English Club 
and Coffee Chat tb«t, poetry Is* 
a kind of symbol for what they 
(the public) don't like about cul- 
ture." He said that the college 
professor Is usually pointed to as 
representing culture, and that the 
English professor In particular has 
been singled out for criticism 

Dr. Orebstein listed six major 
charges the public has made 
RRainst modern poetry. He said 
that poetry has been accused of 
being obscure, depressing, immoral, 
written by misfits, trivial and 
harsh. 

He read poems by W. H. Auden, 
Ogden Nash, E. E. Cummlngs and 
others to illustrate why some 
poems might be guilty of the six 
accusations. 

Later, the English professor read 
other poems, including one by 
Robert Frost, and explained how 
the public s criticism of them was 
unjustified. 

In defense against the claim 
that poetrv was depressing. Dr. 
Grebstein said, "poetry is serious, 
and serious subjects have always 
been depressing." 

Regarding the accusation of 



triviality, he said. "The purpose of 
poetry is to present, In each- age. 
the man of that age. and that Is 
not trivial." 

Dr Orebstein said that the com- 
mon man is now the Judge of what 
Is accepted, unlike earlier time*, 
when few could read and thus few 
could criticize. He said that "whn; 
the common man finds uncommon, 
he finds guilty." 

After his talk, he read a number 
of poems to the audience, and then 
said. "When you consider that 
these poems will not be read by 
more than 400 or 500 people, you 
have the case against modern 
poetry." 

Dr. Orebstein is a regular book 
reviewer for the Lexington Herald- 
Leader. He has published exten- 
sively in various scholarly Jour- 
nals. 

The Kernel, with a weekly cir- 
culation exceeding 9.000 copies, is 
distributed from stands on the 
campus and by mail.
